HE Earl of ORFORD 

; was laſt Spring attack'd 
by an Intermitting Fever; 

on which Occaſion he took the 
Bark, by the Advice of Sir Ed- 
ward Hulſe, with very good Effect,

and retired for a ſhort Time to 
Richmond Park. Awaking one Day 
from his accuſtomed Hour's Sleep 
after Dinner, he was ſeized with great 
Pain in the Head, and Giddineſs, 
violent Sickneſs at the Stomach, a fre- 
quent Inclination to Vomit, intenſe 
Pain in his Back, and made Coffee- 


colour'd Water. On his Arrival in 


Town his Diſorder was judged by 
his Phyſician to be a Return of his 
Intermitting Fever, attended with 
ſome Nephritic Symptoms: ſo that 
the Bark was preſcribed him, and 
at the ſame time Regard had to 


his Nephritic Complaints. But, 
theſe Symptoms not yielding to this 


Method, and, his Pulſe being hard 
and full, he was bled in the Arm 


even to a third Time, e'cr the 
2 Com- 
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Complaints in the Head ceaſed, or 
the concreted Matter had work'd 
its painful Paſſage into the Blad- 
der. The immediate Eaſe procured 
to his Lordſhip, with the Diſap- 
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2 pearance of the Coftee-colour'd- 
0 Water, was a plain Indication of 
* that Event. Every Time he now 
p made Water, he expected to diſ- 
y charge what was thus deſcended 
i into the Bladder. But, as thoſe 
h Expectations were entirely fruit- 
B leſs, a Doubt began to prevail, 
4 whether it were any thing more, 
5 than a gravelly Affair, accompanied 

with ſome Symptoms, produced by 


the Intermitting Fever. After theſe 
4 Evacuations by Bleeding, he re- 
turn'd to the Uſe of the Bark; 
which, in different Forms, he con-

M y Lord now thought of go- 
ing into Morfo/k, I confeſs, for 
my own Part, I did not imagine 
ſuch a Journey practicable for him 
without the Conveniency of a Horſe- 
Litter. However, he undertook it 
the Beginning of July: Having 


firſt determined upon entring on a 


ſoft, lubricating, Regimen, and, a- 
mongſt other Things, on Drink- 


ing a Tea made with the Ingre- 


dients for the Syrup of Marſh- 


Mallows twice a Day. The Symp- 


tom of Bleeding, which was wont 
to return on Motion in 'Town, gave 
him no Moleſtation whatever on 
the Road. On his Arrival in the 

Country, 
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Country, he kept himſelf as quiet 
as he poſſibly could: And, when- 
ever he indulged the taking a little 
Air, twas always with the Pre- 
caution of not moving off the Turf, 
but of keeping ſtill within his own 
Park. The firſt Excurſion he made 
was a Viſit at about ix Miles Diſ- 
tance from Houghton. Notwith- 
ſtanding the Evenneſs of the Way, 
the bloody Urine return'd, and 
that with greater Violence, than it 
had hitherto done, together with 
the former frequent Irritation to 
make Water; which, indeed, he 
was never long free from, during 


the whole Courſe of his IIIneſs. 


However, on Reſt, and taking 
Manna with Cream of Tartar- 
Whey, thoſe Symptoms once more 
dif 
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diſappear d. Matters being thus 


circumſtanced, he hardly, now, 
ever ſtirred abroad. A Relapſe was 
ſtill conſequent to Motion, which 
Reſt as naturally ſeldom fail'd to 
remedy : I fay ſeldom fail d; be- 
cauſe he ſometimes voided Blood, 
notwithſtanding all the Reſt ima- 
ginable. 


I'n Movember laſt his Lordſhip 
repair d again to Town: And, 
though his Phyſician in the Coun- 
try, Dr. Hepburn, had very judici- 
ouſly put him on drinking freely of 
an Emulſion pretty well impregna- 
ted with Gum Arabic, and had in- 
join'd plentiful Dilution, the Jour- 
ney (four Days in performing) was 
nevertheleſs extreamly painful to 


him,

him. The Diſcharges from the 
Bladder were often attended with 
ſo great an Effuſion of Blood, that 
they could not with any Juſtice lay 
Claim to the Name of Urine. The 


irkſom Senſation at the End of the 
Penis was now more frequent, with 


an additional Pain in going to Stool. 
The Deſcription he gave of his laſt 
Day's Travel, though of but twen- 
ty Miles, was enough to fill one's 
Mind with Horror : being obliged 
to alight from his Chariot at leaſt 
twenty times, and every time ſub- 
jected to a Diſcharge of almoſt pure 
Blood, with moſt exceſſive Pain, 
Arrived in Town, and being at reſt 
a Day or two, the Bleeding left 


him, but not the uneaſy Senſation 
at the Extremity of the Penis. Sir

Edward Hulſe, being called the 
next Morning to his Aſſiſtance, was 
apprized of theſe preceding Cir- 
cumſtances by his Lordſhip's own. 
Relation of them : who, (though: 
my: Lord had labour'd under no 
Return of any Nephritic Paroxyſm, 
but only, to uſe his own Expreſ- 
fon, complain'd of having felt at 
Times a Grumbling in his Kidneys, 
which he thought not material) 
was of Opinion, that the Seat of 
the whole Diſorder was in the Kid- 
neys; inſomuch as the Bladder, he- 
ing furniſhed with but few Blood- 
Veſſels, could not ſupply any great 
Quantity of Blood; and, beſides, 
that almoſt all Diſcharges of Blood 
through the Urerhra proceeded from 

the Kidneys. It was a Concern to 
| me,;

me, that I could not help differing 
in Opinion from a Phyſician of ſo 


great Experience, as I was ſuf- 
aciently convinced, that the Stone 


in the Bladder was the ſole Cauſe 


of all this Tragedy: The firſt Action 


of which ought to be dated from 


the viokent Nephritic Attack the 


preceding May; ; there having been 
no Complaint in my Lord of that 
Nature for ten Years before. A 
ſoft and diluting Method was now 
again prefcribed, and purſued by 
his Lordſhip from the twenty-third 
of NVovernber, the Day of his Arri- 
val in Town, to the fifteenth of 
December, the Time Dr. Jurin 
firſt viſited him. During this Space, 
he had two Returns of Bloody 
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(12) 
Urine, though he did not ſtir from 
Home but twice, and that but a 
very little way, in a i Chair. a 


Dr. Jurin being now conſult- 
ed jointly with Sir Edward Hulſe, 
2 was propoſed: but, as 

r. Jurin was convinced, there 
was a Stone in the Bladder, (though 
he thought the Kidneys might, 
perhaps, in ſome degree, be alſo 
affected) and his Lordſhip at the 
ſame Time fixed in a Reſolution 
not to be Cut, all Thoughts of 
it for the preſent were laid aſide: 
eſpecially, as ſuch an Attempt could 
not fail of encreaſing an Irritation, 
which was already become abun- 


dantly too troubleſom. A Draught 
therefore was preſcribed, compoſed

Bloody Urine du- 
ring this Period renewed the Alarm 
t feveral times, On the ninth of 
d 2 January particularly he had a

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more than ordinary Flux of Blood, 


attended with greater Pain, than 


he had ever yet felt, at the End 
of the Penis. Clyſters were fre- 
quently injected; but thefe proved 
of very little Advantage: Inaſmuch 


as he could not retain the ſmalleſt 


Quantity of Remedies of that Na- 


ture through the whole Courſe of 


his long Illneſs. In the Evening he 
voided as much gritty Matter, as 
would cover a Shilling, of the co- 
lour of common Houſe-Sand, and 
looking as if wrought together with 
Gum-Water. Tolerable Eaſe ſuc- 
ceeded this gravelly Diſcharge : Nor 
was the following Night paſ'd 
without pretty good Reft, though

My Lord voided bloody Urine 
ſeveral Times. He had in the Night 
frequent provocations to make Wa- 
ter. About nine on Monday Morn- 


ing he diſcharged a great Quantity 


of Blood. Before eleven a ſmall 
Stone came away; and ſoon after 
he complain d of an intolerable Pain 
in the Penis. Mr. Ranby, after 
examining the Part, extracted from 
the Urethra a Stone exceeding the 
Dimenſions. of the largeſt Kidney- 


Bean, About one he felt a ſtrong

Irritation to make Water; which 
was follow d by a large Diſcharge 
of Blood, a good deal of it coagu- 
lated: In which were found eleven 
Pieces of Stones, ſome of them 
ſmooth and rounded on one ſide, 
and ſcraggy on the other; ſome 
ſharp and pointed on all ſides, as 
having been inner Parts; but not 
one of theſe, that did not evident- 
ly appear to have been a Part of 
ſome larger Stone. Theſe Frag- 
ments were whitiſh ; bur, in the 
Stones which were entire, the Parts 
in their Joinings were ſtreak d with 
Yellow Veins, reſembling in ſome 
meaſure Moſaic Pavement. Ten, or 
twelve, of theſe had very probably 
been cluſter'd together (with a 


Nucleus apparently within) ſome-

1 thing like a large Grape-Stone. The 
© | Urine, though ſtill bloody, grew 
gradually leſs and leſs diſcolour'd 
n till chree; when it was not in the 
leaſt diſtain d. A little after three, 
there iſſued a great Quantity of 
Blood, which brought along with 
it two Pieces of Stone of a larger 
Size, than moſt of the former. 
He again voided more Blood, and 
that in ſtill greater Quantity, and 
ſaid he felt more Stone had forced 
its Paſſage. But there was ſuch an 
extraordinary Coagulation of the 
Blood diſcharged, that there could 
not be diſcover d any concreted Sub- 
ſtance, till the Coagulum had been 
diſſolved in a large Baſon of Water: 
when about fifteen Pieces preſented 
themſelves ; one of which was a 
| 3 Stone, 
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Stone, near entire, and almoſt as big 
as the great one in the Morning, but 
flatter; another, more than half 
as big, a Piece of which had been 
broken off. This Stone, on Ex- 
amination, was found compacted 
of three, very lightly cemented 
together; being unable, ſeemingly, 
to bear even the leaſt Touch with- 
out danger of falling aſunder. My 
Lord continued voiding Blood per- 
petually, from nine in the Morn- 
ing till fix in the Evening. After 
taking a little Soup, and drinking 
a Pint of 'Table-Beer, and a large 
Glaſs of Sack and Water, Dr. Ju- 
rin order d him a Clyſter : But, 
before That arrived, he had two 
Stools, between which was given 
him an Opiate. The Blood till

coming away inceſſantly, Recourſe 
was had to Styptic Draughts, in 
each of which was half a Drachm 
of the Bark; and about half an 
Hour after eight the Flux began 
to abate. He complain'd much of 
being griped. About nine the 
Blood ſtopp'd, and his Complaint 
turn'd to the Strangury. He grew 
fick at his Stomach, and endeavour'd 
to vomit, but could not. Before 
eleven his Bleeding return'd. Sir 
Edward Hulſe and Dr. Jurin gave 
him twelve Drops of Liquid Lau- 
danum in Wine and Water warm : 
Which, together with what he had 
taken in the Opiate and Styptic 
Draughts, amounted to fifty Drops. 
His right Hand was quite cold and 
clammy, his Pulſe finking every 
D 2 Minute,

Minute, and the Tendons leaping. 
He complain'd of great Pain at the 
Bottom of his Belly, and that his 
Feet were numbd. His Thighs 
and his other Hand grew cold, 
They gave him the Bark, accom- 
panied with a few Drops of Lau- 
danum: And from one till two 
he voided no Blood, but could 
not ſleep. Between three and four 
he ſlept for about a quarter of an 
Hour. Sir Edward Hulſe thought 
his left Hand warm again, and his 
Thighs warmer. He continued to 
diſcharge almoſt pure Blood, 
though not ſo profuſely. Be- 
tween ſix and ſeven he ſlept 
three quarters of an Hour, and 
then waked with a total Ceflation 
of his Pain; but, with a Pulſe 

ſcarcely

ſcarcely perceptible, immediately 
grew ſick, and brought up all his 
Bark: Of which he had taken ſeven 
Drachms in the ſpace of {1x Hours, 
Mr. Ranby and Mr. Graham, from 
this ſudden Tranſition from great 
Pain to abſolute Eaſe, were appre- 
henſive of a Mortification of the 
Parts, He continued in this way 
till nine. Cordials were preſcribed 
him; but he remain'd all Tue/day 
with little or no Alteration. The fol- 
lowing Night he ſlept ſix Hours in all, 
at three ſeveral Times ; - taking the 
Tincture of the Bark, and Broth, 
at the Intervals; At nine o'Clock 
on Yedneſday Morning his Hands 
were grown quite warm, though 
n his Pulſe was low. About ten at 


ſe Night he diſcharged a ſmall matter 
of

of Blood. After that he was left 
to his Repole, and ſlept till two 
in the Morning ; when his Bleed- 
ing returnd with Violence, and 
interrupted his Reſt till eight 
o'Clock ; by which Time it was 
conſiderably leſſen d. His Pulſe 
was ftrong, but ſubject to fre- 
quent Changes and Intermiſſions: 
Which, indeed, was generally the 
Caſe. He complaind of an Un- 
caſineſs in his right Kidney, which 
was but of ſhort Duration ; and, 
about twelve, the Urine was like 
the Grounds of Coffee. They then 
gave him an oily Clyſter to empty 
his Bowels, and to prevent the Bark 
from making him ſick; which he 


began to be afraid of, and on that 


Account did not care to take it any 
longer

longer in Subſtance : For which 


| Reaſon a good ſtrong Tincture of 
it was ſubſtituted in its room. He 


grew now exceedingly drowſy, and 
was ever deſirous of being left to 
fleep, as ſoon as he had taken his 
Medicines, or Broth. Great Quan- 
tities of Urine were involuntarily 
diſcharged, with ſcarc any Tinc- 
ture of Blood: And Sir Edward 
Hulſe was perſuaded, that the 
Bleeding had proceeded from the 
Kidneys ; and that, when my Lord 
made the Coffee- colour d- Water, 
the imagined Obſtruction was re- 
moved. They now order'd him the 
Extract of the Bark, inſtead of the 
Tincture; and, at eight in the 
Evening, another Clyſter : Which, 
as well as the former, came away 

im- 
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immediately without Effect. His 
Spirits ſunk extremely after this; 
but he reſted pretty well till two 
in the Morning: When his Bleed- 
ing came upon him again very 
violently, as it had done the Night 
before at the ſame Hour. At three 
he took eighteen Drops of Lauda- 
num, but got no Reſt till ſix. 


Friday 8. This Morning his 
Spirits were raiſed with the Opiate, 
and his Pulſe was good; but, ha- 
ving had no Stool ſince Monday, 
they gave him a Suppoſitory at 
eleven; and, inſtead of the Extract 
of the Bark, he took forty Grains 
of the Subſtance in the Tincture, 
with five Grains of Rhubarb, every 
three Hours. Between one and two

he had a Stool, and another about 
ſix: By which means he was much 
refreſh'd, and continued in great 
Spirits till ten or eleven, when he 
began to be once more very low 
and depreſs d. At half an Hour 
after eleven he fell into his Bleed- 
ing again, and continued altoge- 
ther reſtleſs with a high Pulſe till 
two, when Sir Edward Hul/e gave 
him a Doſe of Laudanum, as he 
had done the Night before: And 
when that began to take Effect, 
the Bleeding went off, and he got 
ſome Reft. | 


Saturday 9, This Morning he 
was much better; tho' his Pulſe was 
harder. The Phyſicians, on finds 
ing the Bark had not ſucceeded in 

E regard

regard of ſtopping the Bleeding, 
added ten Drops of the Royal Stip- 
tic to each of his Draughts. He 
was in good Spirits this whole Day. 
About ten at Night his Pulſe roſe, 
and, ſome Drops of Blood coming 
from him, he was bled eight 
Ounces in the Arm; which re- 
lieved that Symptom. The Bark 
was now laid aſide; and this Night 
he took two oily Draughts, voiding 
no Blood. In the Morning his 
Pulſe was extremely low, and he 
complain'd of great Sickneſs in his 
Stomach ; and, about half an Hour 
after, had ſome Return of his Bleed- 
ing ; as he had again at'three. All 
this Day he took no Medicines, 
was very thirſty, and perpetually 
doſing. His Pulſe was rather bet-

ter, than the preceding Days, but 


his Tongue more brown, and dry. 
His Urine continued Dripping 
from him, always leaving a brown 
Coffee- colour d Stain in the middle 
of the Napkin. At eight, by the 
Advice of the Phyſicians, he took 
half a Pint of purging Water, and 
afterwards reſted well. 


ON the eleventh Dr. Crowe was 
call'd in: Who, from a Relation 
of the Caſe, was ſtrong in Opinion, 
that all theſe Stones, coagulated 
Blood, &c, deſcended directly from 
the Kidneys, though there had been 
no Nephritic Complaint of late: 
And that he had ſeveral Times 
known collected Matter of this 
Nature to plug up the Kidneys ;

which at length had paſs'd with 
very little Pain : It Lhe, | in reality, 


his met that all Diſcharges of 
Blood flow'd, not from the Blad- 


der, but entirely from the Kidneys. 


Arx eight this Evening, Sir Ed. 


ward Hulſe and Dr. Jurin being 
preſent, Mr. Randy, with his Hands, 
preſs d the Bottom of his Belly; and 
the Water guſh'd out, of a perfect 
deep Coffee-colour. They now con- 
cluded his Bladder was fill'd with 
coagulated Blood, and ſo much dil- 


tended, that it had loſt its Tone. 


Mr. Reads propoled laying on 
Bladders filled with warm Water, 
in order to try, by an Application 
of that Sort, to diſſolve, if poſſi- 
ble, the Coagulum: But the Phy-

ſicians feard ſuch an Expedient 
would ſet him O' bleeding afreſh.

Pathognomonic Symptoms (as 1 
think they are calF'd) of the Stone 
in the Bladder, to induce him to 
believe his Patient had a Stone in 
the Kidney? He will not, I am 
perſuaded, anſwer me in the Affir- 
mative. All this, therefore, be- 
ing candidly and impartially con- 
ſider' d, it cannot be thought Sir 
E. H. had ſuch good Grounds for 
his Opinion, that the Blood came 


from the Kidneys. In which Opinion

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this London-Phyſician tells us, He 


cannot learn that he was ever po- 
fitive ; at leaſt, not till that extra- 
ordinary Diſcharge of the fourth of 
February, amounting by Eftimation 
to at leaft forty Ounces, occaſioned 
a more poſitive Declaration from 
him: And then, if we will credit this 
Phyſician, he had fill Rronger Rea- 
ſons for it. I may not perhaps 
cleverly underſtand what it is to 
be poſitive. But, if being in- 
flexibly tenacious of an Opinion be 
Poſitiveneſs ; I will take upon me 
to ſay, that Sir E. H. was really po- 
ſitive: though there was not the 
leaſt Foundation in nature for his 
being ſo.

Friends had put into his Hands 
the Doctor's own Caſe, wrote by 
himſelf. The Peruſal of which, in 
Conjunction with the favourable I- 
dea he had conceived of his Abi- 
lities, induced his Lordſhip to ven- 
ture on the Lixivium and the ra- 
ther, as his Phyſician in Ordinary, 
Sir E. H. had aſſured him; that, 
tho' he himſelf knew little of the 
Medicine, he could not help think - 
ing well of it, from the Lights Dr.

As I could not dive into the 
Doctor's Mind, and by that means 
diſcover his real Sentiment; I had 
no way of knowing what he 
thought, but by what he ſaid. But, 
ſince Dr. C. was not call d in, till 
the Lithontriptic Lixivium had 
been left off for ſome time, no 
Miſchief could accrue from his 
delivering his Opinion, whether 
right or wrong. I ſhall there- 
tore fay no more on this head; af-

« reſtore that Veſſel to its former 
« Tone.” Mo does not ſee, ſays 
this Writer, that the Whole is ow-

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abſurd an Injunction, as that of paſ- 
ſing the Catheter, in order to draw 
off grumous Blood from the Blad- 
der; I chooſe rather to adhere 
ſtrictly to the Truth, than recur to 
the Sanctuary ſo directly pointed 
out to me in this Paſſage. To 
ſpeak freely in the Words of this 
Author; Two of theſe grave and 
learned Doctors, fitting in deep Con- 
fultation, did take it into their wiſe 
Heads, that Clots of coagulated 
Blood may be drawn off thro the Ca- 
theter : * and did accordingly direct 
the Surgeons to uſe the Catheter 
for that purpoſe.

DocTror oF THE Town ran to 
his Aſſiſtance, and found an A- 
pothecary forcing a Cordial down 
the poor Fellow's Throat, when he 
was juſt expiring. Upon the Try- 
al, the Doctor being asked, what 
was the Cauſe of his Death, de- 
clared it could be nothing but the 


Cordial, 
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Cordial. How, ſays the Judge, 
what think you of the Wound in 
the Heart? Nothing Nothing, my 
Lord, replies the Doctor: I am upon 
my Oath, and declare, he died of 
the Apothecary. 


Bor to return: in order to 
form a right Judgment of this 
Author, it is neceſſary to obſerve 
Dates with ſome Exactneſs. Now, 
| it appears by the Journal kept 
by one of my Lord's Sons, as 
well as myſelf; that « on the ele- 
« yenth of February, at eight in

« Tone.“ Feb 12th the Phyſici- 
ans firſt mentioned the Catherer ; 
and propoſed its being introduced 
the next Day : but then declined 
putting it up, „ for fear of doing 
ce farther Injury to Parts, already 
« too much hurt.” The Intro- 
duction of the Catheter was, in- 
deed, talked of for two or three 
days next following: but, Dr. 7. 
objecting to it, the Uſe of it was 
defer d till February the ſeventeenth. 
So that, whatever Miſchief might 
have happen'd, from the Bladder be- 
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ing diftended with this Coogulum 
at firſt; or, how much ſoever the 
Miſchief might have been prevent- 
ed, by drawing oft the Urine with 
the Catheter, at the time, when it 
was diſtended ; I deſire, it may be

large aQuantity, involuntarily; there 
could, ſurely, then be no Danger

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by drawing off the Urine. Whence it 
appears, that what this Gentleman 
inſinuates, concerning the Cauſe 
of the Earl's Death, whether true 
or falſe, can no ways affect the 
Surgeons: ſince the Phyſicians, by 
whoſe Judgment they were to be 
guided in what they did, never 
once directed the Catheter to be 
introduced, during the whole time 
the Bladder was diſtended; nor, 
indeed, till the Urine came away 
involuntarily in greater Quantities, 
than was neceſſary.
